HICAGO, Jan. 22.— (Exclusive 
Dispatch.] After almost two 
months of immunity, Chicago has 
encountered one of the most disas- 
trous and costly storms in the history 
of the city. Traffic was paralyzed to- 
day; telegraphic communication with 
the outside world absolutely severed 


all trunk lines delayed behind sqhedule 
time. To add to the discomforts, the 
weather bureau tonight gave out omi- 
nous reports of an impending blizsard, 
with great drop in temperature. The 
oncoming storm has invested the city 
on all sides, and is being kept at bay 
only by the east winds from the lake. 
This blizzard is expected to break 
through the barriers by morning, and 
the weather professor said tonight that 
all the city can hope for is a maximum 
of 10 degs. above zero tomorrow. 

The miles of sleet and melting snow 
which rendered the pavements of the 
city extremely dangerous tonight will 
be, by tomorrow morning, converted 
into smooth sheets of ice, which will 
tax the energy of the traction com- 
panies to keep service maintained.

Not- 
withstanding a slight up grade from 
Main street to the point where 
the ditch, tles and Simonts’s fence 
finally brought them to a stop, the dis- 
tance that the cars plowed through 
heavy timbers, tron switch rods and 
steel rails showed plainiy that the mo- 
mentum of a mile a minute at least 
had borne them on at the instant of 
leaving the track.
